The di⸗ 
nerſities of Epiſtles are manifold, as cherof enſuech a platfozme 
to cuerie mation, being in truth ſo infinite as are b — 
of each ones fantaſle, ſeing the declaration of euerie letter, is no 
moꝛe then that the minde willech tn all occaſions to be per four 
med, and accoꝛding to ſuch inffigations tcherewich at that inſtant 
men are fed when they wꝛite, taketh his fozmall ſubſfance , ube⸗ 
ther it be to require, counſel, exhoꝛt, command, infozme,commend, 
entre at, aduertiſe, gratulate, oz whatſoener other purpoſe the re⸗ 
in pꝛetended, as cauſe and matter mate fall out to bee required. 
The antiquity ts as ancient as the benefite that che rot enſueth is 
great, wbereof onlie Hoſe that are ſuffictentlie enabled with tho 
qualit te, can giue the greateſt teſlimonte. Ne deleſſe were it ſo 
me to commend the vſe. then aſwell by the authozittes of a num- 
ber the beſt learned, vho to aduance the efficacte thereof , hane in

reſtech either grauitie oꝛ pouthfalneſſe, The humour bp the diſ⸗ 
poſition, as whether deſirous to be renerenced, fawned on,o2 with 
termes vſed.

In this point it ſemeth chat the matter of eucrie wziting 
ſhould ſtill be xcaſureed accoꝛding to the wziters appar ance. cre⸗ 
dit 02 woꝛthines, that the validity thereof ſhould be anſwerable to 
the one oꝛ the others greatnes, oꝛ gedneſle : that the intendment 
be found, lawfull, aw to no enill purpoſes : that it contame not 
baſe, filthie, 02 ſcurrite matter, bnbeſeming a direaion ſo woꝛ⸗ 
thie.

Was there euer ſ&ne from 
a learned man a moze pzepoſterous e contuſed kind of wꝛiting, 
farced with ſo many and ſuch odde copned tearmes in lo little vt- 
tering! But lurely , the man did it of a great conceite, foz as aps 
peareth by the courſe of all his @piſtic following, bis wittes 
were ſa peſfered with an angrie miſlike of the bad demeano; of 
ome vnlearned vſers of his ſcience(as he thought with bimſelfe) 
chat cuerie botcher ſhould not be able to vent him, but hee ſhould 
dee a man of ſome reach at leaſt that ſhould finde him.

Thejpzince came to the barre, and at the Judges 
bands required his ſernant;who anſwered that be was the King 
bis fathers paſoner,and ode there vpon his triall by lawe fo his 
offcnces,that he could not in iuſtice, noꝛ would by his pardon) de⸗ 
liuer dim without his triall. The Pꝛince moued with ſuch dent- 
all, froke the Judge on the face, and woulde by fozce haue with- 
dzawne the pziſoner. The Judge withſtove him, and aducrtiſing 
bim mildltc of the offence he had done to the ſcate and place uher- 
in he ſate of iuſtice, in ſuch ſozt to ſtrihe him, ſtoutite comma 
ded him to Warde , whereunto (vppon ſuch admonition) the 
Pꝛinte obeyed, and. accozdinglie in dnrance , at 
tending the aduertiſement and knowledge . of his fathcrs ples 
ſure. Mere might bee a great contention, whetherthe wo2thie 
Judge in bis equall admintfration and execution of tuſtice, 
without feare,whereon ſtwde the hazard of his owne life, bee ing 
vpon him that was in ſacceſſion to become his ſoueraigne Lo2d, 
were moze to be commended: 82 the P2ince, in his ſubieuion, and 
of all other moſt ũugular obenience, moe highty to beecrtofled: 
the one daring to doe hat was lawful vpon ubatſocner hazard, 
the other humbling bimſetfe toauthozitie which he might eaſilie 
haue tmpngned: and pet boch actions iuch, as by many cxceuent 
Oꝛatoꝛte parts ſe me fit to be inlarged.

And ſurely if J ſhoulde giue cre« 
dite to ſome whome I dutſtbeleeue, that knewe him euen then when 
hee was not much more then a childe, the veric yeates he laſtly bare, 
gaue not more aſſured teftimonie of what hee nowe was, then the 


feaſon in which he then — yeelde an ituiolable approbation, 


what in time following he would become, for euen thẽ; what rapine, 
what theft, what iniutie, what ſlaunder, what lying, what enuie, what 
malice, what deſperate boldneſſe, and daring to enter into any miſ- 
chiefe, was in him throuyhly planted ? There was not (by reporte-) 
any one thinge whereby a man might after warde bee coniectured to 
become infamous, but wasin him fully repleniſhed, Credite mee, I 
coniecture ſo manifoldly of the ſequellof his actions, as when I vnder · 
ſtande what hee was ſo tipely, /maruaile that hee liued thus long ſo 
qwickedly. But ſhall I turne here from, to his Adoleſcencie, and ſhew 
what therein] haue hearde? Truely Ne. all capacitie tobe cen- 
ſured: and it is too too much to bee thought vppon. His pride, his 
bouldnes, his ſhameles countenance, his lookes, his geſture, his ſhew, 
his living, his conuerſation, his companie, his hauntes ſhewed till 
what hee was: There was no take - hell, no ruffian, no knaue, no vil- 
lune, no cogging task all, no hateſull companion, no robber on high 
waies, no priuy pilterer, but his hande was in with hun, and that hee 
was a copeſmate fot him, no brothell houſe but he haunted, no odde 
corner but hee knewe. no cutter, but hee was aſharer wich no per- 
ſon ſo laſciuious, abiect, vilde, ot diſſolute, but hee would bee a co- 


partner 
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partner with. Yer after all theſe trades, hauntcs, ſharinges, and par- Abe | 
takings, hee became at laſt to ſerue an olde miſer, agedfor his yeares 
and milerable for his couetouſnes. This wretched olde man (as each 
one fancieth as hee liketh ) conceiued fo much of the odde youth, that „ 
hee tooke him into his ſeruice, where, with baddc attire, and thred- -- 
bare diet, hee liued with him a prettie ſeaſon, ſomewhat more then 
quarter maiſler, In the ende (by whoſe theſte God knowes ) the 
man hada chiſt broken vp, and a little coyne'and plate ſtoine, where 
wich (becomming deſperate) it was delivered hee hung himſelfe for 
griefe, and becing nowe deade, leſte no iſſue or other heire, to ſuc- 
ceede his wretchedneſle and double barred hoorde, but B. his man, M erephore. 
who being a ſtrong lubber, was by this time growne a ſturdie naue, Files 
and woulde needes bee counted a man, and thereupon hee became | 
owner and intruder to his maiſters pelfe, wretchednes and miſetie. A4 4. 
To reckonto you ſince, howe hee came intothe countriehere, bee- ,.. 8 
came a purchaſer, howe hee hath ſpente his youth, paſſed his olde K 
age, what bribery, extortion, wrong, crueltie, rapine, miſchieſe, and | 
all inde of villanie, hee hath bolſtered, perpetrated, followed: what Af aderon- 
infidelitie, falſlioode, 2 priuy guile, treacherie, betraying the 
innocent, beating downe t fatherleſſe and widowes: howe 
much euill hee hach done and what litle good he hathdeſerued, what 
ſhoulde I clogge my ſelſe with the remembrance, or trouble you with Anzipophore, 
the rchearſall, It is too much, Iamnorable, I cannot, nay, it were 
vnpoſſible to perſourme it. What reſteth then, but that I haſten to 
the ſcope which in my foremoſt purpoſe was intended, that hauing Trenſive. 
delivered his ſhametfull life, 1 doe reporte vnto youhis ſhameleſſe and 
vnaccuſtomed death. See then the incomprehenſible and iu- 
ſtice of Cod, ſee the weight ofhis meaſure, ſee the woonderfull de- 
monſtration ofhis ſecrete iudgement, howe of a careleſſe life enſueth p

a cankered death : of a wilfull liuing a wretched ending: of ſuch mo- 
ney miſers ſo manifolde miſeries; as whereof I ſigh to thinke, and 
gricue to remember, The man ſomewhat before his ſickenfle grew 
into an extreame numneſſe, in ſo much as hee that neuer luſted to 
helpe others, was not nowe able to helpe himſelfe, nor any cared to 
relieuc him : afterwatdes ſretting and fuming with him ſelte as it ſee- 
med, that not withſtanding his greate maſſe of money, and huge 
heape of wealth, none coulde bee entreated with prayers, or hiered 
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with guiſtes, ſo much as to meddle with hirn, he grew into ſuch a fren- 
=, ſie, and conſequenily, into fo ranck a madnes, that hee ſate ſwearing 

Hyporypeſe, and blaſpheming, crying, curſuig, and banning, and that moſt execra- 
GIRL — his lookes r Av 1 Rags - y face terrible, 
lis inordi 2 atcing, they that ſawe and they that 
rje icknes ts "x or mages ey bog In concluſion, ſome 40 Ae 
him more then his deſeruing, and grieued to ſee that, they coulde not 
tedreſſe in him, cauſed ac ie to watch him, others to pronide 
warme brothes, and in concluſion vſed all meanes posſible to com- 
forte him. But what can man doe to preuent the ſecret determinati- 
. on of the almightie ? For loe whilſt all men lefte him, and each one 
ſtoode in doubt of him, a companie of rattes vpon a ſudden poſſeſt his 
© houſe, his tables, his chymnies, his chatnbers, yea his vetie bed and his 
lodging, vpon which & about which, they were ſo bold, as in the ſight 
ofthic beholders the y durſt appe are and come before them, and bee- 
ing ſtroken, aboade, and were killed, and others come in their places: 
What ſhall I ay, the ſight became ſo vncouth,as all men ſhunned,ech 
. one ſeared, and none dutſt abide it; whereupon the miſer beeing lefte 
H. alone, thus pittifullydied. The ſtench of his corpes admitted neither 
d ylight nor companie wherein to bee buried Two —— that were 
Meuaphors, the conueyers of him, ſickened vehemently, and one of them dyed, 
the other 1s yet ſcarcelyrecouered. The matter hereof ſeemed vnto 
me ſofiraunge,and therewithall ſo opportune to warne vs of our ac- 
tions, conſidering how ſeuerely God puniſheth when hee is once bene 
to cotrection, as I coulde not but deeply conhider of ic, weighing with 
my ſelf that ſich as was his life, ſuch was his death, the one becing ha / 
ted of manie, the other not to be tolerated of any. Ihe circumttance 
whereof,zefcrring here wich to your deep conſideration, I doe bid you 
hartily farewell.

By this appeareth the ſingularitie of ſhinges excellent, in 
ſo much as nothing ts, 02 ſemecth rightlic pꝛapſe-wooꝛthie, but 
what is acconnted- good, ſo little reputation haue the perpe- 
tratours of cutilcs , as that of nece ſlitie they are compelled to 
ſccke credite , by falſciie attributing vnto themſelues che 
na ne of good. Howe much moze then true Prayſe and Miſ- 
lite of thinges wooꝛthie, oꝛ to bee deſpyſed, map by all [pkelt, 
hooge bee auailable with thoſe of goo pirite, to dzawe chem to 
Vertues, 

To applie nowe this pꝛayſe in erho:ting 02 counſatling 
anic one, it bchooneth wee firft conceyue vhat diſpoſition , ba- 
bilments , o2 other matter of value are in him whome wee 
haue to deale with, furthering a2 conuentent to ſuch a purpoſe, 
whereunto wee woulde erhozt oꝛ perſwade him, and the likeli⸗

waro,bui chat ver tous kinde of Hope, ubich cnableth to the per - 
fcaion and abſolute ſumme of all woꝛthineſſe and thoſe limit is 
honour, reputation, eſtimate and account : Alike Companion 


gular, which Loue p2oduccth likewiſe in it ſelfe, not a —— 
onelie, but a burning Hate of things vile, contemptible, and vn⸗ 
brleming. 

As cht ſe in themſclues doe each particularlie thzuſt fozwards 
to godnes, ſo many times Feare,o2 doubt of inconuentence that 
map enſue,terrifieth oz diCwadeth from enils . Commiſeration 
of me Lamentable effate of anp one, pꝛouokech alſo ſometimes to 
ptttie, d diſturneth in like ſoꝛt mante times from revenge. Ex- 
pectatiõ, as wel of Loue as of Hate, of good opinion as milie in 
compaſſing of any thing is not the least. Shame 4 ignomie of the

no bodie. Howe much greater then hee was, hadde the woorthie 
Prince appeared, if as in the conqueſt of ſundrie mightie kinges, reꝑi · 
ons and ptouinces, ſo in all other thinges tending to the ſuppreſſion 
ofhisowne peculiar affectes, he had bene no leſſe or fullic ſo much as 
Alexander, Scipio, the molt renowned amongſt the Romanes, and 
for his ſundrie great exploites in ¶¶ ffrica, ſurnamed Africa, we Hyporpeſur 
doe reade,atchicued many valiant and incomparable victories, and 
werte it but that ſole battell which hee fought (when Rome was nowe 
at wracke, her Nobilitie ſpoyled, and her glotie trode vader foote, 
readic almoſt yppon any reaſonable condition to bee deliuered into 
the handes of the enemie) in which hee then freed his citie, repulſed 
Haniball by a mightie ouerthtowe, and thereby daunted fo farre 
fœrth his pride for euer, as expelled from him all hope thence for- 
warde, at anie time elſe to become a Conquerour : It coulde not 
otherwiſe bee ſaide without queltion, but herein, yea in this onelie 
action, hee deſerued cternall nxcmorie : But was hee herein, thinke Anvipephera, 
you, and for this onely matter throughout all the provinces recoun- 
ted ſo famous? N aſſuredlie, It was alſo his rare and molt ſingular 
vertues otherwiſe, that fullie perfected and poliſhedthe glotie there. 
of, It was his rare Temperance, CModeſtie, Contirencie, and Sobri- 
etie, wherein wich woonderfull admiration hee exccedinglie Hou- 
riſhed, and became extolled aboue all others, This was it, where- 
in more then Alexander hee hecame regarded and famous. The con- 
queſtes that by this meanes hee daylic made of himſelfe, returned 
more glorie to Rome, more firme faith and reuerence, then the for- 
cible progresſion of all other his ſattall ouerthto wes and victoties: of 
ſo greate and woonderfull re putation is Vertue to all her followers, Fyiphonewe, 
This beeing fo, how can I then ſay, but in chis your action, you h aue Praiſe of the 
of your ſelte right wel begun, how can I think, but aboue many others Perlen. 
you haue therein verie well deſerued: Wherein ſhoulde I augmente 
your praiſe if not in that which you haue heereby ſo well perſotmed, 
the force, operation, and effect of all which, hath onely conſiſted in 
ſubduing your owne appetite ? Great commendation haue you won 
muſt needes confeſſe, and mote then with common worthincs haue

Bp diſcretion to diſcerne, by vertue te ſudge, and by wiſdome to 
re ſolue, how and ubich wap the efficacte and aſſurauce of all truſt 
and fidelitie ought to be car ied, is a ching mec te ſi in all reputati- 
611 pꝛincipallie to be obſerucd. How can there c Herwiſe appeare 
anie woꝛtchmeſſe, if affections ſoꝛt to bee equall, o2 that diſt in⸗ 
guſhment map there be of ſpirits uben mens iadgementes are 
common. 

George Caſhioth , ſurnamed Scanderbeg, che terrour ubile hee 
liued, and on lie man able to confound the Turkiſh fo:ces, dur ing 
bis inkancie hauing bin trained vp with Amurath father to Ma- 
homet the ſecond Emper our of the Turkes (fo? chat in che con- 
queſt of Epirus by the fame Amurath,the fa the r of Scandeibeg be» 
ing llaine, mb his Signory ſubdued vnto the T urke, hee was then 
with others lcd awate into Turky a captiue.) ZUben hee arrined 


to manlie peares, and ſcrued with great foztune and valour the 


ſaide Amurath in his warres:tt happened that bring in one great 
battell as generall of the Turkiſh Armte agaiaſt che Chriſtians, 
and fighting againſt Hungarie, a te moꝛſe of conſcience tooke 
bim, in that het being the ſonne of a Chriſtian Pzince , p:ofefſed 
tn Chziſttanitie , um vowed to God, ſhould ſo wiekedlie become 
the confuſion of his bzcthzen, and warre againſt Chtiſt and his 
kingdome. 

And albeit he was neuer vnfoztunate in auie fight. and at chat 
time likelieſt of al other to attaine the viao2p, pet regarding the 
Gate and maner of the conqueſt, he faintinglie withdzew , « with 
great diſcouragement vnto his people, gauc power vato the cne- 
mp to be at that time a conquerour, Which done, himſclfe with a 
few chte e and p;incipall perſons his alſoclatcs,toke the mſelues 
together in flight. 

In this company, was a noble Gentleman, wiſe in behauisur, 
faithfull in counſeſt , and ſecret in truſt, at that time Sccretotie 
and of counſell to the great Turke, Che place of their reſidence 
ſeruing well to the purpoſe, him Scanderdeg(being of the others 
aſſured) toe onlie in hand to acquaint wich his enterpztze. And 
fozaſmuch as his ctedence wich the ſalde Amurath was ſuch, as 
in the repoſe of his troth, reſted boſh Signet, and warrant ſerfficl- 
ent, to put fo warde bh at ſoeuer direction oꝛ commaund in ante 


the 
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che Turkiſh ſignoties, vpon paine of cath to be obeped.Scanderbeg 
declaring his weariſomneſle of captinitie and ſeruage, deſire to 


vie his kingdome,and liking aftcr chat to line at liberty a chri- 


ſtiau, and the rewithall howe often the Turke had pꝛomiſed to re- 


ſtoze him, and pet ftill bzake wich bim, enioyned the Secretotie to 
wꝛite letters of command in the Turkes name, to the Deputie oꝛ 
rulers of his fathers kingdante, that as thcirlawfull Pzince and 
gouernour thep then at that inſtant without moꝛe delaie 
recctue him, and fhenccfozth renounce and put from them ther 
wonted charge and auchoꝛtt te. 

And albeit the power of Scanderbeg was in that place great, 
and the Secretorie nothing miſdonbtev at all his reſoluttion, and 
Gcrefoze feared too much to contradia him in the ſame , know- 
ing alſo chat if he aſented to that demaund, hauing pet libertie to 
depart,he might timely nough aduertize (he Turk to the pzenerv 
tion: pet vſen he nenerſhelefle ſo mante effeauall ſpæch es as foz 
the pꝛeſent he could, to diſwade him: tchich not pzenatling,hee al- 
ſented at laſt foz feare, a wzote as he required him. 

We Letters oꝛderlie ſgnedand ſealed, as to ſhe \mpoztance 
belonged, Scanderbeg knowing the great wiledome, fidelitie and 
connſcl! of the Secrerorie, thanght it nowe a matter of no ſmall 
woꝛch, t by any facility be could win him alſo vnto his companie, 
to pale in the ſame iournp, oʒ otherwiſe if be refuſed, then demed 
be fit chat he ſhould not returne aline,to carrie newes to the Turk 
of his determined tournep . And therefoze firſt with as mante 
kinde cntreaties and offers of all honour , fagour, effimate, and 
adnauncement that could be, he aſſailed him, he pꝛopoſed alſo the 
expectation of bis own foztune, valour, power and ſtrengch of the 
euerliuing God whom he ſerued, chat was able to defende chem, 
and all poſſible meanes that oQerwiſe could bee deuiſed tomoue 
him. But none of theſe in fine pꝛeuailing, he laſtlie ſet befoze his 
eies, chat vpon ſuch refuſall, hee foz bis owne beſt aſſurance muſk 

be enfozced to kill him. 
| Which maner of ſperch, albett moued in the Secretorie diners 
alterations, pet <oſe he as the moſt honefteft part, no wayes to 
defrande ſhe truſt in him repoſed, eſpectallic by aſſiſfance in his 
otone perſon thereunto ginen.Andſeing he could by no meanes 
eſcape with life, aduiſed ſuddenlte rather to die in the handes of 
| Do Scanderbeg 
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Scanderbeg fo that he had alreadie done, chen in ſo manifeſt an 
action of dillopaltie, to be found a pꝛincipall ano; of treaſon a: 
ga inſt his Loꝛd md maiſter, 

Great is the linke of Vertue whereby the mindes of men ſin- 
gular are mante wayes bound, neither falleth it out in thoſe of 
weake ſpirite and capacitie to become partakers of the pꝛaiſe due 
vnto ſo high and honoꝛed excellencte. To men baſclie concepted, 
che te is neither reſpect of troth, loue, honoꝛ, duty, o2 other mat ter 
what ſocuer, whereby to dzawe them from a ſenſuall appetite 02 
carnall deſire of their owne lining, ſafetie and commodttie: But 
to thoſe vho are the ſwozne ſchollers of vertue, to thom true glo2p 
is of pꝛice, whololie haue in eſtimate to make chopce of things 
wozthie: In the ſe it ſoꝛte th to be a ſhame, what ofhers reckon foz 
laud: to them a pꝛeiudice, what many hold foꝛ gaine, they contem- 
ning by a ſole vertue and diſcreete choice of the minde, tthat is be- 
ſides 02 leſſe then that ſchich accoꝛdeth to the true honoꝛ and re pu⸗ 
tation of well de ſeruing, cannot content themſclues to liue tyere 
their credite dieth, deſpiſe wealch, where hononr is to be purſued, 
neglec reputation, there lopaltie is not entertained, anderpect 
no ſidelitie where conſequently the effegs of an honeſt and wooz- 
khic mind, are not pꝛincipallie to be caried. 

As then, by hat vie focuer applied, 4 do in al things commend 
Fidelitie nd Truſt to be per foʒ med where by diſtrianeſſc it is cha⸗ 
lenged: ſe nowe doe J in the carriage of this our Secrctorie, ſoꝛt 
bim foꝛth pꝛoperlie from the reſidue by a difference , fo2 where in 


perſons of leſſe conceite, and lower reſpect, ſome viages are com- 


mendable, in him thep are to bee pꝛeſumed, as no wayes to bet 
doubtod of:neicht r is it to be expected, that the mould of ſuch a one 
ſhould be fo ſubiect ta imperfections, as chat in common #4 mean 
actions he ſhould thinke to be p2aiſed:ſceing that there any beach 
of thoſe parts in men lower concepted might be found, it wonlde 
in them be helde as in compariſon a thing no mo2e then might be 
doubted but in him would it turne to a moſt vitaperable baſenes 
with ſuch intendments to be ſpotted. 

And as J chus ſequeſter him from the oꝛdinarie vſage of vhat 
deld to be liked, ſo doe J againe dzawe in him a ſpeciall choice, of 
things high, and woꝛchie beſeeming, aboue others (leſſe conũde⸗ 
rate) in all things to bee carried, any wherein the ſumme of Ai 0 

deute 
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delitie ſhall onelie be required. Foz ſeeing chat by reaſon of the 
place uherein hee ſtameth of imployment, by reaſon of his ſup⸗ 
poſed education, birth, qualitte,o2 other deternment, by reaſon of 
the waight,moze then of common truſt, in him dinerly impoſed, 
he ſerme ch to be a man enerie way pzopoztionate to a farre other 
end x purpoſe, then of euerie oꝛdinarie attendant is commonlie 
required, it muſt ne&ds cht be of ſuch a one coniedured , chat by far 
greater ſkill 4 meaſure he be in euerp of his actions demeaned 2 
with much greater modeffie,care, reſpect, conũder at ion and inte⸗ 
gritte,he doe by ſuch meanes temper all bis outward and inward 
behantours, nd iudgements, as beeing htmſeife in reputation a 
Gentleman, and connerſing among ſach as haue diſcretion to 
deeme of a Gentleman, bee map leaſt of all be touched with anie 
bing, that lefſeneth © il beſemeth ante part of chat, which pꝛinci⸗ 
pallie map appertaine to a Gentleman. 


And where as in any other attendant it is a matter pꝛaiſe woz- 


thie,to be beantified oꝛ aduanced by fome one oz other ſpectall ver- 
rue 02 qualitie, in him it is of necellitie, abo by how much the moꝛe 
nerer he is in frequentation of any honozable place oʒ calling, by 
ſo much the moꝛe needefull ts it, that he be accoꝛdinglie farniſhed 
vberewith in ſemelie and landable ſszt, to enter and appꝛoch the 
ſame. And as in the ſeruice of euerp one hat euer, it is ſpecially 
required, to be endued with all parts of datifull attendance x loy- 
altie:ſo is it fo him to excell, and bee different, becauſe in his im 
plopment, truſt and otherwiſe, chere is eracted at his hands a far 
greater ſcope andefficacie, then dere wich anie other ſcemeth to 
be charged by anis pꝛopoꝛtion a2 qualitte. 

By this meaſure nowe of Fidelitie, truſt q loy all credit of a ſer- 
nant, in which place our Secretotie, as pon ſee ſtanveth bonnden 
by the firſt degree of his ſetuice,.it mate ſecondlie be coniectured, 
in what reſpcctine eſfate,he onght fo the reſidue of that which to 
his attendance appertaineth , bee accounted a Friend. Je li⸗ 
mits of Friendſhip (as it might bee obtected) are ireight, awd 
there can bee no Friend where an inequalit ie remaincth. Twirt 
the partie commaunded and him that commaundeth, there is no 
ſoctetie , and therefoze no Friendſhip where teſteth a Superio- 
ritie. But J ſap and affirme, that if it bee true, that the ſumme 


of all Fnendſſup taketh his oziginall of loue, and that the true de 
Oo 2  monſtration 
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generall a purpoſe. But ſpeaking of friendſhip, J only drale wich 
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monitration of loue groweth by a fimpathic of affections,of vhich 
affections Vertue is ſaid to be the tthote 6@mple ground, then map 
this ſimpathic of aſteuiõs ſo groitded on vcrtue as afozeſaid, be tars 
ned into loue, not withſl ant ing Þ inequality of eftatc oꝛcondit ion 


thereby a man vertuoaſite diſpoſed, be ing ſeruant to ſuch a one 
vho is honourablie inclined , map in hat place of ſexuſce in which 
hecontinuech be reputed in pꝛoceſle of time to become as a friend. 
But if we ſhall goe to the true definition ot friendſhip , vou 
will then ſate,fhat this friendſhippe ſo called and reputed among 
men, as it is a ſimpathie of affeaions firmlie vnited togither's, ſo 
is it ſuch a vattmg,as uberein what the one coueteth, the other de⸗ 
fireth, in reſpca whereof woꝛlds and life, and all are not deſirable, 
but deſpiſed, J would not here be taken,fhatof any ſozts of people 
chat run into all 02 a number of theſe like eſſeas, without excep- - 
tion of qualitie, J intend, chat thep therfoze were alſo to beare the 
name of friends, fo ſo men vtterip vicious and le diy giuen, con⸗ 
fo:ting in wickednes, and oche r baſe crerciſcs, in iich each ſpen- 
dech his life, o? deſper atlie die ch one foz another, might de reputed. 
as friends, I haue no ſuch meaning, no; is mp intent herein to ſo 


ſuch,vhoſe anions ans ſincere deres haue in vertue higheſt pꝛebe⸗ 
minence,foz theſe, not by aduenture, but by a deliberate counſell 
and choiſe regard ſpecſallte had,of things valuable md woꝛchp, do 
accompliſh their effects by a moſt honourable purpoſe. 

To this then J anſwer,that if the weight of friendſhip, ſo cons 
fifeth in a ſunpathie of affegion, vniting of hearts, coueting ano- 
wers god, and deſpiſing all that mate be gained, in reſpec of the 
partie befriended: die pet mate not our Secretoric as well as auy 
other, merit neuerthelefſc in this place of ſernice at the handes of 
bis L. oꝛ maſter, che name of a Friend? Why ſhould he not therein 
aſwell as ante other haue that power in him planted, vwbereby to 
became a Friend? Touching the equalitie of affections, ſhough it 
is ſtill laid down that chere in onght to be no diſlerence. che com- 
mander and the commanded, do yet alwates make a diſcoꝛdance: 


I maie nencrthelefſe chus much deliuer thereof , chat by all com- 
monlikelihodit is aſſurevlie to be coniecored, chat no one perſo« 
nage ot cſfate,laieth choice vpon ſuch a one to ſerue ſo nter about 
bim, a to be in place of ſo W e 0” 
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of that reckoning. but ere he long haue vſed him, he bindeth vnto 


dim al icaſt ſome god part of his aſtedion. Fo: how can it ocher⸗ 


loi ſe be Hongbt, but that our Secretorie being one euerie wate ſo 
watghtitic to be imploped as he is, partaking as he doeth with ſo 
manic cauſes of impo:tance, and bndiſcoueted ſecrets and coun⸗ 


almoſt (as occaſion ſeruefh)enerte minute of an heute to be vſed, 
but chat to bis L. o Paſter, he muſt of neceſlitie bee veris charte, 


and at the leaſtwiſe moze particularlie chen manie others, by a 
£, reac deale to be beloned. 

He then thus finding in ſo noble a place, ſo honourable an ac- 
count, our Secretorie being as he ought to be, a man of verrue, and 
worth,cannot choſe on þ othet᷑ fide, bat frame his vtmoſt thonghts 
cozreſpondent in all things to thoſe particular fauours, his con- 
verſing,bis nerencſſe and attendance , turneth then to an affecti; 
on, and this, bc ated bp the dailte encreaſe of his Lozd o maiſters 
liking towardes him,groweth etoa feruencie, andſoeach 


vertue kindled by the ofhers Grace, maketh at laſt a contunaion, 


which by the multitude of fauozs riſing from the one, and a thank; 
full compenſation alwayes pzocured in the other, groweth in the 
end to aſimpathie vnſeparable,and therby by all intendment con- 
cludeth a moſt perfect bnitting. - 

Panutius, fhe faithfall Secretoric and counſellour to the great 
Emperour and Phtloſopher ſurnamed Aurelius foz the high wiſ- 
dome, fidelitie, and counſel by him in all his ſeruſces continued 
towaids the Pzince during his life time, and euen to the verie en- 
trance of his graue, deſerued befozc mante others. (ſec tete alſo in 
aduice to the ſaid @mperour)to be termed and called by the name 
of a friend. Anſomuch as he onelie daring to ſpeake plainlie, udat 
in others iudgements might ſerme to be offenſiue, + to perſwade 
faithfullte, hat be ſaw moſt agre ing to the pꝛeſent extrenntie, 
— — Emperour pꝛonounct himſelſe foꝛtunate, to haue now 
riſhed one lodtſcrect in his Pllace,and moſt bleſſed of all, in that 
then cach failed him in his dying. he onely was found aſſured vn⸗ 
to bim among all that were !ſning. - 

Jathis friendlie knot of lone, and that of ſeruile commaund,re- 
maineth a moũ notable difference, eſpectallie to this matter of 
ruſt and fideliie, required in ſernice, foz, quem mernnn: od, 
Do 3 whom 


ſels,}:nding as he muſt vpon ſo neere attendance,as bee that is 
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whom men feare they hate: well may they feꝛ faſhions ſake pleaſe, 
but this ſound kinde of affection is often far from their thought. 
And pet that there map bee an awed renerence, aſwel in loue as 


tn feare, tho doubteth it, yea and that rather far moꝛe aſſured and 


effectuall then the other. Foz there this grounded Loue bp ver- 
tue once ſtateth confirmed , the humilit ie and gentle ne ſſe of ths 
mind is it immediatlie that afterwards directeth the thonghtes, 
we then doe gladlie honour the moze,by bow much the witiinger 
we deſire to ſerue, and moze firmlte obcte, by how much the moze 
entirelte we ſtand to be fantozed. This friendlte Fidelitie, not vz- 
ged 02 conſtramed bp ſoueraign command, but of a zeale to wel- 
doing voluntarily emb:aced;leadeth the reputation and eſtimate 
of our Secretory to be recefued as a friend. 

As et Fidelity, beſides Credit of couſiſell and riches, there att 
ſundzte ocher bzanches, and diuers de ſerued partes that ſerioulſlie 
map bee commended, ſo are there of Friendſhip. The aſſociation 
ol both twaine,combmneth and knitteth together all other perfecs 
tions. Which granted,vndoubtedlie muſt the partie frequenting 
ſo great a place of ſeruice,p2oue then to be a perſon of right ſpe⸗ 
ciall commendation, of anſwcrable vertue, and of noted diſcreti⸗ 
on. Fo2 that in doing ſernice to his L oꝛde oz maiſter, it ſeemeth a 
matter incident to his accompt, and to the better effecting the 
name of a friend, chat in cauſes vꝛgent and nedfall,be be not vn⸗ 


purueped in his owne perſon, uhere with diſcreetlte, as occaſion 


ſeructh boch to aduiſe q counſeli(the very efficient matter wher⸗ 
in his enabled diſcretion may with greateſt ſingularitie be per- 
lo med) the a ſſur ance vhereof, by credit of moſt memoꝛable anti⸗ 
quit ies, hach not onlie framed that of lopall ſeruantes, ſuch haue 
bin entertained as faithfull ft iendes, but alſo hath not beene llen · 
der occaſion manie times, to the pꝛeuention of ſundzte vehement 
and dangerous miſchiefes. | 

To accompanie the troubles,miſeries, calamities and infoz- 
tuntt ies of him to thom we are this wales, oꝛ that wates in our 
ſeruice linked 02 behold ing, oꝛ to beate willing lie, and with a ſuf- 
ferable mind foꝛ his ſake, vwhatſoeuer in declaration of our vertue 
ſeemech to an honell diſpoſition, to be either incident o2 appertai⸗ 
ning, no man verelp denieth, but that they are aſſured q notable 


demonſtrations of a verie exquiſite perfozmance . But _ boy 
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tat? che pꝛopertie and excellenc ie of this ver tue is not therefoze 
al waies in that one only ſo2t to bee caried,neither wich the grea- 
telt elimate and commendation that the reunto is appꝛopziate, 
is the woꝛchineſſe hereof whollie to be commended. 

To pꝛeuent miſchiefs ſometimes, and by a warie fo:cfight and 
care had of the hono2 and reputation of our commander, to fence 
(it nerd be) che ſame by a politicke deniſe , without pzetudice,from 
amp touch of diſgrace oꝛ diſhonour,to dil wade 02 dehoꝛt faithful- 
ly, from things impeaching oz offenſiue to theireſtates oz nobility 
to reueale the hurt they know not. o cauſes impoꝛt ant therunto 
hey are nothing pnup, to counſaile deuoid of flatterie , and to op⸗ 
poſe the gad that leaſt harmcth,and the enill that hath neereſt res 
medp: theſe things as in ſheir ſeueral conſiderations,thepcan as 
ſufficientlic as ante others declare a man to be endued, both with 


that the moſf lender of them all, weigheth as d&ply as any other 
in cauſe of Fidelity. And pet if anie moze ſpeciall liking in one 
ting then other be to be attributed, chers cõmonly men do ſeem 
to haue generallie well deſerued, chen of necellitie muſt the ſame 
great lie rather inſue where enils mot p:cindicing are fozeſcene 
and auoided by politick wiſdome, then there. vnſkilful ie Sep are 
entred into, carping in che ir boſomes , either extreame hazard oz 
inenitable vndoing, .. 

Much is the felicitie that the maiſfer 02 Lo2d receiueth ener- 
moꝛe of ſucha ſeruant.in the chary affection and regard of thom 
affying himſelle aſſuredlie, he findech he is not alone a comman- 
der of his outward actions, but the diſpoſer cf his verie thoughts, 
pea he is the Soueraigne of all his deſires , in thoſe boſome hee 
holdech the repoſc of his ſafety to be far mozc pꝛectous, chen either 
eſtate, liuing, oꝛ aduancement, vhereof men earthly minded are 
fo; the moſt part deſtrous. 

if all the abuſes chat haue bene oz at this date remaineth in 
the attendance of honozable perſonages, there is noenil Þ ſecref 
oꝛ pernitious, as is che venome of flatterie, the couert ſeating 
vhereof,in men of all ages humozs , qualities ond complextons, 
bath foz the moſt part taken ſo vehement and deep | mpzcflion,as 
it ſeemech almoſt irrecuperable in the greateſt ſoztes and mun - 


bers of perſons to be anoided, The daliance of this daintie claw⸗

Pen infeced wich this kinde of ſcurrilitie, and baſeneſſe of 
condit ion, being in pzoper deſignments Curri-faucls of the wozld, 
if is nomaruell ifhaning in common requeſt, all ſhewes poſſible 
of graſted and (ound demeanours, the y llide manie times into the 
opiuions of the moſt notable and wozthieſk, foz ey haue learned 
by art to acquaint chemſelues at che firſt with all ſoꝛts of humoꝛs 
and faſhions, and being of their owne diſpoſitions ſo placable as 
fhep be in all things, it is with chem a maner of ſacriledge, to bes 
found llacke 02 contrartous in anie thing, D:ic«xr? ſaie they, Dico, 
anumt:? aro, Finallte,reſolutng truſtilie to deale no waie,thep de⸗ 
uiſe how it map be poſſible to frame ſhemlſelnes enery wap. 
Lheſe and ſuch as theſe impugning the plaine and ſimple

to be deceiued. 

Bat fozſomuc as it is of neccſitic; that euerie honozable e⸗ 
gate muſt ad to bee ſerned, and that there a multitude 
god are in att ,Gereenſuctheomonly tobe among them 
ſome few that are euill, efther of an annered pzopinquitte oz op- 
poſition of god and bad, berfue and vice, emnlating oz rather en⸗ 
dieng as we ſee the daily pꝛogreſſion each of the ofher , o2 elſe fo; 


Gar the woꝛld ſomething addicted topernerſe manners ſendech 


roch often times ſuch imps of her ſubſtances, as become mon- 
ſcrous difturbers of euery honeſt endeuoꝛ. It ſhall notwithſfan- 
ding behooue him that ſocuer, thoſe end + eypectation ſtretcheth 
to þ ſole deſert, that of euer ie landable purpoſe is rightly to be at- 
tamed, eicher inabEaining from ante occaſſion of biemtſh to his 
bertae that map happen, to reſolue with yimſelfe neuer to ſerue 
at all,oz ſerning,at fe leaſt wiſe ſo to arme his conceiptes foz all 
maner of ſac like diſgraces as that he maie content himſelfe in 
tat being but trulte cenſured as he onght, the ende of his deter- 
minations are certainlie to be adtudgedhoneft , albeit his ill hap 
perchance ſuch, as cherby he attain neither liking noꝛ pzeferment 
02 ifetther he ſt a in pꝛeſent, oʒ be in poſiibſlitie to attain fauoꝛ, 
fhen not to be diſcouraged in the honeſt pzoſequation thereof, by 
ante pꝛactiſe o2 enuie trhatſoener,rcfting in himſelfe firmly aſlu⸗ 
red, that tine oꝛ che truediſcernment of him thome hee ſeruech, 
ſhall at length veerld ſcope to that , whereunto by true degrees cf 
vertue he ſought to haue aſpired. 

And ſeing chat in all — zeale and loue, tchete the mind 
is tied by an entire deute and care of weldoing, to him whom 
once in conceipt it ſeemeth to growe charyouer, the foxce thereof 
ſeldom o2 nener paſſeth lighilie at the firff, withont ſome blocke 
oꝛ ofher laid befoze it hereby to hinder oz iiſcourage the pꝛocæ 
dings alreadie determined, and chat ſo farre fozth as one bbſle a 


man ſappoling the fidelitte of his ſeruice might at a time be fully 
Pp effected 
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>edand diſcharged in thc requiſite deliuerie of ſome pꝛeſent 
adulſe x counſell, pet terrified perchance , oꝛ otherwiſe dilCwaded 
with the reſolution, mightineſſe, oꝛ nob(litp of his L. oz Maiſt er, 
oz fearing to be argued of pꝛeſumptton, oꝛ elſe in ſetting downe 
the deſire he hath of ſafegard bnkindlie tobe miſfaken. It ſhall 
not therefoze be conſonant to this our Secretories place of ſeruice 
che reupon immedi at ly to become ſilent , oꝛ ſo to ſuffer the euill 
thþich himſelle clearip ſ&th,to paſſe vnregarded, eſpeciallie then 
che caſe is eicher weightie, oꝛ neerelie otherwiſe concerneth his 
nobilit ie whom he ſerurth, fo; ſo ſhould he by a kind of Pulillani- 
mitie, become gtiltie of che ver ie occaũon, bow great ſoeuer the 
ſame ſhould happen, which ſomtimes lying in his credit oz coun- 
ſell, to haue impugned, he of a weak diſpoſition abſtained neuer⸗ 
theleſſe to ſee pzenented. And pet is it not (needs muſt J ſate and 
conte ſſe) a matter altogether bntried, that men vainglozioullte 
minded, oꝛ arrog antlie otherwiſe intending ol their owne pꝛoper 
ſerutces,notoztouſlie oftentimes do fal into chis vain of pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion, abo picked on with the credit and lauour to them giuen by 
be ir L.o2 Maiſter, and fwltſhly conceſning che reot to lead che ir 
thoughts tn a ſtr ing, do ignoꝛantip oꝛ peentſhlie thereupon, take 
in hande mante times to direc them in cheir ſerious affaires oa 
counſels,and controlling in che ir inward thoughts tat ſoeuer is 
beſides 02 contrarping to fheir own opintons, do of ſernants be: 
tome ſawcie:of men modeff, walaper: : of aduiſers , arrogant; ad 
tonſequentlie, running into euerte miſp;iſion of ochers, and 
what eiſe apperfaining to a regarde of ocber mens actions , ap- 
peare at length ſo (mperious , as by the ſole default of che it owne 
Ae , thep ate turned at the laſt quite fozth by the el⸗ 

owes. 

The defec hereof, ſo far difcrepant as it is, from that ſteadie 
kind of gouernment herebp th:onghout concluded vpon,nedeth 
not J thinke in the fcaming of this our Secretory, to be ante fur- 
ther foꝛe warned, be by ſhaking from his own perſon ante part 
of the vilitics chat in others may ſerme c<icflie to be diſcommery 
de d, is herein to be aſcertamed, that in noching ſo greatly can the 
excelent vertue 02 condition of any man ſhine, then in not fir 
committing ante aaton that map appeare vile, oꝛ bardlie to bes 


bozne withall,and next in ſuppzeſſing ſo much as in hini ts, —

fredefrom all maner of baſe 


apps 9" filchtnes, ſunplicity is found, 
deceipt to be abhozred, Loy matter in effimation, Hat: _ 
to be held abbominable. 7 willnothere diſputehow mach 
lent and nedfull it were vnto (heir effates,that the nereff atten 
dance of honourable perſonages, were with men of ſuch vertue 
and knowledge in his lozt frequented, neicher carping at ſundzy 
enoꝛmities, would J therby deniſe, to aw fozth vntoyou a man 
bnmatchable in qualit ie, am whereof the wozlde oz anie heauen 
beſides,ſcarce peldeth either ſhadow oz pꝛopertte, but pzopoling 
the woꝛthieſt partes tþich of enerie one abſolutelie are fitteſt to 
be acquired, J do only endeuour to laie down no other matter 03 
ground, chen therewith men that be ſpeciall are at this date helde 
to be endued,and ſach as inall ages heretofoze haue been thought 
meeteſt to be followed. 
What ſhoald J lade Sis diſcourſe wich numbzed examples vn⸗ 
to pou of the great eſtimate and regard of thoſe, ubo to kep their 
faiths inniolable to their Lo2des,baue ſome of them beene ſo iea⸗ 
lous of their honours , as ton the ſafegard thereof , bane bp gre reat 
aduiſement made a boluntarie aduenture of their deareſt 
ſome againe wich great loue and fanour,entertained and — 
of bp their Loꝛdes, and not able in their ſeruices as thep ſhought. 
during their life times ſufficiently to compenſe the lone and eſpe⸗ 
clallzeale thep beare vnto their Honours, baue afterwards vnto 
their chlldꝛen beeing in great diſgrace with the Rate pzeſent, ſo 
fully effcced the fruits of tefr welwiſhing, as that bp the tender 
accompt,reuerence and lotalty to them pzopoſed,thep haue right 
well declared that not vntotimes alone of effate x foztune, then 
lttle regard of ſuch things might be at their hands expected, their 
bertues haue ben limitted.but.chie lie in extremity and times of 
want,vbcrin their ſundzp fruitions, haue bin in moſt aboundant 
maner ſupplied. Others likewiſe charged on Sec death bed with 
the ſecret affaires of their I. to be kept in ſpetiall care and recko- 
ning from the knowledge of other men,could not by multitudes 
of lauoʒs, by th:catnings,oz other large offers whatſoever , = 
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ſo far ſeduced, (as then the dead was quite pafſcd and gone out 
of the woꝛld, thereby chey needed not at all to haue doubted) they 
wauld pet be led in the leaſt iote of al.to defraud the truft in chem 
repoſed , but haue kept the ſame innislable to cheir vndoubted 
commendation,and further increaſe afterward of god liking to 
8 far greater credit. 

Julintte are the rememb2:ances that of theſe, and ſuch like oc- 
caſtons are and haue ben dailie recozded. the multitude thereof 
foz bzenity I doomit. Contenting my ſelfe that of theſe two chief 
and pꝛincipall matters of ſeruice, J haue thusfar fozth alreavie 
in generalitie debated, leaning therefo:e wbat els to bee conſive- 
red therein tc the known abilitp of ofhers, Jpzoceed bnto the next 
part that in the continuance of this diſcour ſe was at the firft (n- 
tended. And koꝛſomuch as the exerciſe of theſe and ſuch line pecn- 
liar vertues and qualities,appertaineth not, as J haue partly be- 
foe deliuered, vnto men that ate of meane ſpirit , to ſach as bet 
natur allie touched with ante bad o2 vile coercement, capacities 
that be inſenſible o2 ignoꝛant, ſuch as haue want of education, oꝛ 
thoſe demeanozs are to vertue trholie inſufficient. Let vs then 
moze particularlie if pe will ſee hat maner a one he onght to be 
touching his perſon habilitte, and condition, that to the wo2th( 
nes ad reputation hereof ſemeth a man mæteſt and moſt al- 
lowable to be choſen a Secretory, 

Foz the deliuerie vherecof, and the better to finde our Secretory, 
as nere as eicher map bre geſſed,o2 framcd,fuch and none other 
indeed. as in true and perfect meaning hee ought to be reputed, 
we will diſtinguiſh the ſeuerall conflderations and reſpectes of 
ſuch a one, in ther ſpecial points ſozting to his office,ſolte and ful- 
lie in this place to be conſidered, 
The firſt ſhalbe of the per ſon, touching his educ at ion oꝛ being: 
the ſecond of his conuer ſation and oꝛder of liuing: the thirde of 
dis ſuffictencie,by (kill, knowledge,and abilit ie chere wich to diſ⸗ 
charge the place of his calling. Foꝛmerlie chen touching che re⸗ 
gard of his per ſon. it is requiſite, chat hee be deſcended of honeſt 
familie oz parents, the efficacte tchereot conduceth not a littleſto 
che coniecture of a ſound and honeſt condition: that he haue alſo 
dad good education, vhereby the minde well diſpoſed is often 
times framed to verie god purpoſe , That he be of ſhape i coun- 
tenanct 
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tenance pꝛopoꝛtianable to thoſe required vertuts, fa2ſomnth as 
commonly enſueth,that Nature in pzoducing of all her creatures 
wozketh in them effeas anſwcrable ts their ſeaeral! conſtituti⸗ 
ons, as to lower of moſt erqmilit pzopuztion, thc gtueth the moſt 
cxce nent ſandur:che dog ts not apo ue the lion, nda the curre 
as the Spaniel: the Kennet tre is not as the Cradbe ſtocke, the 
one bearing an Apple, ubollome delicate and pleaſing, when it 
commreth to be taſted: the ather puffing fozth of the knares, no o⸗ 
er then the ſappe of Ueriupce, then ths beit of it ts inſoped.? 
By the countenance we doe kur iber al@ fudge of the qualities 
and diſpoſition of men, inſdmuch as che verie markes of fanonr 
haue not too many iudgements pꝛoued weak diſcouerers of ſome 
peoples godoz bntoward condffions, wee haue likewiſe in ent- 
dent teft{montie,that ili diſpoſed nature conflrmcd by cuſtom, fel- 
dome degenerates from the kind, eicher whence it is ſpzung , 02 
therein it hath long time beene nouriſhed. 

Co mankinde there happeneth in the bodie manie defomtt ies, 
which ariſing not by te deſed of Nature, ſo much as by ill vſage 
of thoſe, abo haue had charge oacr them, cannot be amended, but 
being pꝛoduced by Nature, doe poztend ſome one 02 othernotabls 
mconuentence : Zo beantifie ſach a ſhape with vertnons and ho. 
noured aaions, is bndoubfedlie pꝛaſſe wozthte, but to acco:d brito 
faire lineaments, poztrated wicherqulſite ano daintte fanoor, a 


mind coꝛrupt, baſe, wʒetched and vile, chat of all othcrs is themoſ 


greateſt and noted defoꝛ mitte. 

Diogenes be ing of one paſſing by, rebuke d of his pzepoſte- 

rous chape, mo hard kinde of faucur, aunſwered, / with my ver- 

3 doe ornifie my ſhape, but thou with thy le vdneſſe diſgraceſt thy 
Aauour. 

Couching the ſudgement of nature by the outward face, many 
tings might be alledged what diuerſlie haue beene deterned, the 
matter therof needing ſmall pzofe,mo2e then our owne common 
experience. J ſurceaſe to debate vpon,ſeeing mp meaning is, but 
out of ſundꝛie apparances to dʒꝛawe fo:th the greatest likelihode, 
and thence to repoſe a foundation conſonant to þ module 02 com- 
paſſe of this my pꝛeſent intendment. Pnelplet this be laid down 
fo a cerfaine chat the fineſt ware recelueth the faireſt flare, and 
pure ſt me ttall the bz\zhteft colour, the damaſke Roſe carieth the 
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ſweteft ſauour, and the moſt pliable part of vertue, is ates

ns 82dinarte ſcoſter. ſriuolous deluder of other mens ſpecyes, 
geſtures, reaſons,0zconditions: Gat be be no quareler, lewd ſpea⸗ 
ker, piuy carper,ſlanderer,o2 ſiniſter backbiter of other mens ac- 
tions, oa landable indeuours:but contrarie bereunto, that he be in 
ſpeech gentle, in geffure friendlie,n lakes familiar, in talke cour, 
teons,in argument not obſtinate, but giving place to better opi⸗ 
nions, chat giadlie of euer ie one he do ſuppoſe (he beſt, be readie to 
excuſe infirmities,and to ſalue imperſections, hat in ieaſting bee 
become not another Democritus. 03 in carping a Zoilus, that his 
tongue, eis, md Houghts,be indiferentlie framcd to (udge trulie 
and bnpartiallie of enerie one : that of all chinges hee abhozre 
p:inate quarels,and open contentions, and as the rocks of Scylla, 
doe eſchue of ante one abſente ſiniſterlie to ſpeake , 02 otherwiſe 
toenfome againſt them, fo that in theſe qualities and condtti. 
ons pꝛoperlte, each one carieth a decerument of that which ner ce i 
appertaineth to a Gentleman. 

Now touching his diſpoſicion if is exacted at his hands, that bee 
bee not a man gluttonous, oꝛ that be bee not auer much ſubtec to 
d;inking,fo dzunkennes ouertommech tbe mind,dulleth the me⸗ 
mozte, enfebleth the wits,maketha man fozgetfull of himſell, the 
reputation he bearech, and the company therein he ſitteth , Wine 


ſaith Own is the diſcouer er of ſecrets,q4 maketh a man of ten com⸗ 
mit, h vbich afterwardes turneth to his great pzeſudice: in wine 
the regard of a mans ſelſe, nd likewiſe all others vaniſheth, che 


reſpec of his credite alſo and place uherein he ſeruet;: a man gi- 
nen much to wme, hath no maiſlet ie ouer himſelfe, and is not to 


be truſted with matters chat be (mpoztaut; a man talkative nd 
one 
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one giuen to wine are both likened togither in diſpoſition , foz in 
the one the ſtrength of the liquoz infozceth to ſpeake what be ought 
not, and in the other the volubilit p of the tongue, gineth btterance 
many times to that it ſhould not: Speech, ſaith the wiſe man, is a 
ing naturally giuen to enery man, bat he that ozdzeth his wozds 
bp diſcretion, ſeeth the way to wiſdome, 

This vertue of ding and keeping the tongue, is bnto onr 
Secretorie not the leaſt of mante-other points nere with he ought 
eſpectailie to be charged, in him chat is diſpoſed toſpeake much, it 
cannot but enſue ſhat his often babbling muſt nedes at one time 
92 other, giue pzofe ſhat hee bath in bumſelfe as little ſecrecic as 
ſilence. Topzeuent this inconnentence, wiſe men haue obſerued 
in nature a moſt notable and ingular pzpuldence , who to the in⸗ 
tent that men by her berie inſtigation, might be commended to 
filence, hach ginen vs two cares to heare, am an attentine con⸗ 
cepte, hereby generallie to debate and conſider of all hings,and 
but one mouth to ſpeake,gining vs in tefttmonte thereby, that we 
onght to heare much, to know much, to vnderſtand much, and to 
ſpeake but a little, Beſides, that the tongue whereby delinerance 
is made, ſhe hach ficſt cloſed in wich our terch, and them couered 
agame with our lippes, fozewarning ſtill thereby, that nothing 
ought thence to be diſcouered in haſt, not without eſpectall regard 
and diſtrict obſernance. Foz tn this caſe alſo diſcrete Nature, a6 
ter we haue or ce tetepued into our eares ſhe ſormd of anie thing, 
the thence p:cferreth it immediatelie vnto the minde, and thencs 
to the heart to be cenſured oa conſidered vpon: ad laſt of all vato 
tbe tongue, to thoſe lot, as laſt of theſe it befallefh to bee partaker 
of it ſo ought it from thence cate tullie, and not without eſpeciall 
cauſe tobe delinered. 

The diuine Philoſopher fm ſeing in man, the mantifolde dif 
commodities oftentimes enſuing by laſenesof the tongue, vhers 
allothers were teachers to ſpeake wel, he only taught bis ſcholers 
to vſe lllence, ſudging cherby, chat the vertne of the toung conid- 
ſtednot ſoly in ſpeking,but how oꝛ by kat occaſton to bie þ ſame, 
and vnderſtnding firſt how to reſtraine the thing, Gat of it ſelfs 
was plyable pnongh to bee dſed without meaſure, thep might ew 
flier find mean afterward to ſpeake oftentimes to gad purpoſe, 


and not to accuſtome themſclucs as they did bete, topyattia 
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without oder 02 ante god n reaſonable parte belonging to dtf- 


cretion. | | 

Foz is cauſe Silence, as the ſirſt gardof all affatreg, beeing 
eicher ſecrete oꝛ (mpoztant,is(vnto men ferionflie occupied oꝛ tm- 
ploved in the ſame)directip tobe commended ,Which maner of 
Silence, as it fullie inſtructeth in cauſes ſerious and of waight, to 
ſpeake nothing moze chen neetech, ſo conueiech it alſo into te re- 
fidoeof our behauisurs a modeſt ano choice kindof gonernment, 
in all actions whatſdeuer, either of queũ ion o argument, to boe 
with diſcretion purſued. 

- How much it tmpozteth vnto our S ecretorie, to haue notice 
of che true and perfect vſe dereo, uo aboue al others ought right- 
ite to know and diſcerne,bow, ert. en. that, and to tum bee 
ought to ſpeak, and cen, and there. to be like wiſe ſilent: (tmap 
by the reaſons afvzefaib'be ſufficientitecollected. Mo ought his 
ſpech in troch to be ſo oꝛdinarie as other mens, tho fo; the moſte 
part limit themſelnes neither to time, plate, octaũion, oꝛ company. 
the ttþich in our Secretorie is, and ought to be farre ocher wiſe. And 
as touching the affaires, ſecrets oꝛ counſels committed to ht 
charge: It is in him pꝛincipallie to aduert and conſider ſhat he ts 
but the cloſet, wherof another hach both the key, ble and comman- 
dement, that he onght therein to be as a thicke plated doe, were 
fongh, wihout extraozdinarie violence no man may enter, but 
bp the locke which is the tongue, n that to be of ſuch efficacie, as 
thereof no counterfeit kep ſhoulds bee able to make a b:each, 
wichout the ſelfe ſame inſtrument that bp tbe directo: hereof is 
alwayes to be carted. By reaſon thereof, he is of mere truſt and 
fidelitie in him repoſed, to become warte of his wapes, and to 
take the courſe nedfull,uhereby the leaſt occaſion of bzeach theres 
of map pꝛeciſelie be ano(de0. 

Ouer and beſives all ts , it Gall further appertaine to the 
diſpoſition of this out Secretorie, chat in ſhewing bimſeife affable 
to all, he doe not eicher by reaſon of his birth, qualitic 02 ell im ate 
chat he hath of his L. on maiſter , goe about to abuſe 02 wꝛeñt the 
@nplicitte of anp one to a bad end 02 purpoſe, but rather enfa:ce 
himſelfe gladlie to buderſtawe the ſutes of the meaneſt, and to 
gine ſhem aide and fur cher ance to bis vttermotT : herein ſhall het 
not a litle aduance the hono; of his L.oz maiſter in p:cferring the 
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tuſl and lawful petitions o; complaints of the paye , 4 in helping 
them to þ ſpcedte diſpatch of that, her iich by reaſon of their ſim- 
plicitie,chcp of tentimes are grgatite incumbzed.3t behoneth alſa 
ſo much as in him is, wat he auoid all kind of intemperancis, ep- 
ther of choler aa to much fur ie, Mat dee diſpoſe not himſelſe to vile 
o2 vnbeſeeming tearmes of baſenes 02 ſurqnt dʒis, that hee with 
the two extreames of conetouſnes 02 pzodſgality be not touched, 
that naturallte be do incline to good, and hate the badnes of any, 
chat be abbo2re flatterie as a Toad, and glue himſelfe of ante par- 
ficular action.ctther to be vtterlie ſilent, oʒ els to ſpeake trulie. 

L afflie now, touching the chird point of theſe hae, conſiſting 
in oꝛder, appertaining to companie - Needfull it is that our Se- 
cretotie haut in ſpetiall teme mb ance the auncient ſaping, that 
common erperience giaeth to all men fo; appzoned , which is, 
that Such as a manof hinſelſe is, ſuch alwaycs are they with whome 
he conuerſeth. 

It thereſoze of his owne mind and diſpoſition a man endenou- 
rech to bee good, and (0 to liue and be acconnted of, dim then be⸗ 
ſeemeth chiellte to haue reſpes to the compante bee holdeth. Naz 
dich occaſton,the Philoſopher aduiſech, that men being good, 
doe chooſe to haue familiaritie with men that ars beit, to the in- 
tent that by the ſocietie of them, their Vertue map haue encreaſe, 
ard themſelves learne to become better.Che conuption of young 


men, by nothing ſo much accrueth, as by the lender reſpec they 
baue of thoſe with whome they do accompanie, foz ſhat it reſtefh 


that the eniſl example and encourage. 


aſſuredlte oat of doubt, 


ment of one vile and ill diſpoſed perſon , hurtethmoze a great 


deale oftentpmes in one dapes compante keeping, then ſeuen 
peares endenour afterwards,maie releaſe by ante good inffrnc- 
tion. Yeretn alſo the rathcr teſtech vnto our Secretorie, a moſf 
pꝛincipall regard thereof to be had, fozſomuch as not the conuer- 
ſation alone, therein be is choiſelie to be affected, dependeth ther- 
upon, but the matter alſo of his ouerth:ow and diſcredit, foz who 
ſeth not in often apparance, that men ſimply conceited, and of 
their owne pꝛoper inſtina verie well giuen, are maze diſcredited

Gereanto acco:deth the pzwofe of all common ſoc ietie, wherein 
men one of thoſe that know them are iudged as they be, but in 
generall reckoning , are euer cenſured acco:ding to the godneſle 
oꝛ badneſſe of choſe, wiſh thom they line familiarlie. Jt followeth 
thcrefoze, that Who ſo will no euill doe, muſt doe nought that 
longs thereto, ſoꝭ in god men it is not alwapes inongh of tbem⸗ 
ſelues wiltinglie not to haue committed ante euill, but hee that 
de ſirech to be god inded, onght not ſo much as to become an oc⸗ 
caſton oꝛ ſlander of euill. Jf men would but thꝛong hlie enter into 
the weight of the ir eſtates, and trulie conſider with themſelues 
what of dutte appertaineth to verie reputation indede , they 
weoldnot then think it ynough to be in this credite,o2 that place, 
oz thus countenanced, oꝛ that waie cnriched, arming themſelucs 
onelie the reby with vaingloꝛious titles, but therewith would alſo 
deepelte impꝛint, that them likewiſe behoonued by certaine eſpe⸗ 
cial] inſight had into the ir owne wapes , ſo to oꝛder and direc. 
themſeloes,as che rby deſernedlie they might bcare che ſcife ſame 
account whole and byblemiſhed, which in opinion they haue cas 
ried, the which cannot ante wapes bee, without in all their out- 
ward and in ward actions, chey doe beare an eſpectall cte to the 
matter of their owne credite. And what one thing is there in the 
woꝛld {to him that bytrue degrees of vyertue endeuoureth to be ad⸗ 
naunc ed) moꝛe char ie then the account and eſtimate bad of his 
name and fame - Mhat one god moꝛe creeeding, nay ubat life 
tan be moꝛe p:cclous - ꝙ uch cherefdꝛe ought the regarde hereof 
be in choice vnto our Secretorie, as that ukichas an aaion moſt 
ſingular J haue tudged fif to be expoſed in this place vnto him. 

Micherto haue we endeuoured in perſon and brhautonr to find 
aman met and conuentent to the purpoſe hereof, herein mp in 
tent hathb&enc not to omit anie thing vbtch to that place and cal- 
ting might anie wapes be adiudged neceſſarie. Now the cireum. 
ſkance of the ſe pzoccedings leadeth vs nert to conſider of our Sc- 
cretories ablilitte. 


In this conſideration, it fallethout , that foꝛ almuch ke his 
MICE 
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Ornce and place, calleth him altogither, oz foz the moſt part to 
the handling of deepe and weightie affaires, therin his capacit ie 
ſhall ſ\undzte wapes be exerciſed, and his wits thzoughlie trped, it 
behoueth be therefoze be furniſhed with Skill and knowledge ac⸗ 
coꝛdinglie, uhereby the better to be adapted, vnto the oꝛdinarie v- 
ſage andemployment thereof. To this end it befitteth that he bee 
well ſtudied, elpeclallie in the Latine tongue. It is likewiſe con- 
uenient that here withan be haue a ripe and quicke concett, aptlie 
to receiue,vhat on a ſudden ſhall be to him deliuered, and chat he 
retaine wi himſefe a ſound ud god imemotie, foz the conſerua- 
tion of thoſc things that vnto his charge ſhall daylie bee commit- 
ted. He ought fo; his owne furniture and inſtruction to bee a man 
not altogither vnexperienced, to be well languaged, to bee ſuffict- 
entlie read in Hiſtories and antiquities of times paſſed, to haue 
notice both bp reading and conference, ok the ſituations, cuſtoms, 
maners 4 conditions of men, cities, countries, i common weals, 
to haue familiar itie with ſtrangers, and men of diners nations, 
whereby the better to bee aſcertained of their humours, behant- 
ours, and diſpoſitions: and wiſelte to woꝛke vntohimſelfea pecu⸗ 
liar inight into their eſtates, counſels and juriſdictions , being 
there withall warte that this aſſociation with ſuch kind of people, 
wozke not vnto himlclfe , o; the affaires uhercwith he ſhall bee 
credited ante matter of pꝛeiudice. 

Now is it a matter often ſæne, and in common ble almoſt to ba 
found, chat a great manp of men ofhcrwiſe diſcr te, learned, ex⸗ 
pertenced, and foz the ir ſeueral callings queſtionleſſe of very god 
delluerie, and cucrp wap to be demed ſufficient, ſome alſo that i 
the Cre cke and Latine tangues are ver ie well ſtudie d, nd are alſo 
with the vie of fazraine languages laudablie inducd, that not- 
with}. uding haue not in themſelucs the facultie and vie of well 
wꝛiting, noꝛ can a2derly, x vpan a ſudden lap down without much 
adoe,and that manp times alſo iu verp pꝛepoſterous maner uben 
it is done, what ta anie ertraozdiparicpurpoſe ſecmech to bee 
(ought meæte and canuenlent. Some againe in whome there is 


leſſe Skill, greater Igagrance of learned knowledge, and fart 


mraner application eũitie waie, were with to ber enabled with 


Ag: ſufficiency 
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ſuffitiency, haue neaerthelede a Conceipt ſo rife, and are in wit 
ſo prompt and capable of any thing laide befoze them, as by ano 
by therc wanteth not (though in truth when they haue done, they 
cannot learnedly anſwere fo2 it) neither inuention noꝛ imiration, 

Werewich in verp commendable ſoꝛt toperfozme what then ler- 
meth good, on a ſodaine to deliuer in wetting. 

chat ſhonlde be the cauſe hercof, I cannot elſe dæme, but on, 
lie a mere inſtina of Nature, who ſenerallie pourech her gittes 
in their creation vnto euerie one, ubereunto others (cxempted 
from that pꝛopoꝛtion) doe ſeldome by ante Art 02 Studie reach vnto, 
pet is Exerciſe no doubt in thoſe that haue any ſauour of learning, 
hereunto a great furcht rance: But he that in this place muſt bee 
applped, how learned ſo euer he bre, muſt a little giue place vnto 
his Schooles, and frame his penne and oꝛder of pꝛactiſe to 
purſue that fozme of wꝛit ing, which platneſt meaning and apteff 
ſpeech, hath in common delluerie. che mdeuour whereof howe dif- 
ficult the ſame will bee to one beeing rife in diſcourſe, my ſelfe 
hane had ſome pꝛiuate teſtimonte, notwichſtanding Uſe and con- 
tinuall Pꝛadiſe J knowe,ts chat which in time oncrmaſffreth all 
things. 

To thebeantifping'then of this part of our Secretorie, if is 
needfnfl chat he be ſomewhat therein ayded and furthertd by Na- 
ture, to the intent his inuention to enerp ſcutral occaſion, map be 

the moꝛe eafie and pꝛoper, d that without any often blurring 03 
enterlining whichcommontie happeneth to thoſe, in whom long 
ſtudie ſeemeth fo hardly ko hew ont theit labours, as ff by a man⸗ 
ner oꝛ kinde of tmfo2cement.the ſame from a hard rock were vio⸗ 
lently to be dzawne forth and caried, which Hluntneſſe, as J mate 
tearme it, of Conceite, is not in this part of ſeruite in ante wiſe to 
be admitted. Neither am I fo all this ignoꝛant, how mani foldlie 
itoften befalleth bnito diuerſe the readieſt wittes, chat at ſome 
one time mae then at another, chey haue leſſe abſlitte, and mach 
harder ts thetr velluerte a great deale, in matters erquiſtte tobe 
perfozmed, fhen vſcallie otherwiſe ts by o2dtrarte trial vnto 
— atcuſtomedꝛche occaffons whereof map be diners, whereby 
tze ſences are manie wapes dulied, as by to much replexion of 


meates 
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meates and dzinkes crceſiuelte taken, by too great ſludie and of- 
ten muſing,d:tuing che rby into a mclancholie pation, by motions 
too intemperat, happening vato the mind: and finally, vpon ſuns 
dꝛie ocher infincts and occaſtons, which IF ceaſe te remember, all 
which being offenftue as thepare, vnto the neccfſarie regarde of 
this our Secrero1ies attendance , it ſtandech him greatly vpon by 
all poſtvle meanes to tepꝛeſſe them, to the end that bis wittes be⸗ 
ing as nere as byendeuour can becompaſſcd alwaties in one ſelf 
faie ond teadinſſe, he mate not in times ſuddenlie cequiring el 
fequal and pꝛeſent diſpatch,appeare any wates diſfurniſhed, of 
that vhich at his bandes, is and muſt of neceſſitie in thts place dee 
required, 

It is not then learning alone(as pou ſec) chat is able to make 
a man meet to this uind of pꝛadiſe and ſtudp, but natur al ie to be 
beſides indued both with wit, vnde rſtanding, mb memory thereby 
to lead and conueie thoſe necefſarie events , that in this place are 
dailie to be frequented , and therewith to haue likewiſe care and 
regard, with modeſt and diſcreet maners and behauiours topzc- 


ſerue and keepe the ſame fazces,vherebp he may be the moze tea + 


dilie pꝛouided (as J ſaid befoze) foꝛ all times and purpoſes. Nc- 


(if it*were poſſible) to bee alſo euerie wate ado:ned,J haue alrea- 
die ſufficientite laid downe vefoze hande , and till do pzopoſe te 
waight thereof,as a reſpec amongſt others to be moſt eſpeciallte 
imbzaccd. 

In this maner haue we by ſundzie degr&s endenonred to lead 
along our Secretory vnto his appointed Place and Office, there- 
in we haue firſt diſcourſed largelte of the function bee beareth, re- 
ſpectinelte touching his ſeruice: next to frame him both in Pcr- 
ſon, Birth, Education, Qualitic, Diſpoſtion, Conuerſation,and Abi- 
lice , a man meete foz that purpoſe. Jt now teſteth, that as the fl 
nall determination of fhts labour wwe de liuer dnto him his office, 


conſiſteth,(as by expertence is ſound) in the vſe and exerciſe of the 
Pen, che Wit and Invention togethers , The ablilitic ſo craclte be» 
Qq z. ſozt 


uer che leſſe, how much needful it is to that place moze then oꝛdina | 
rilis to bee learned, pea with the greateſt abilttte and perfedion 


Df this then the part eſpectafl ano intenoment moft puncipall, 
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je required, and diſcourſed vpon, is herein nowe to be put in 
pꝛadiſe. To the execution of this office, it is requiſite the Secreto- 
ry, be foz the perfection of his hano, in the varie tie and neat delt- 


uerie of his letters in wꝛit ing, ſingularltc to be commended, that 
he haue wich himielfe alſo therein a ver ie readie vſe,quicke , and 


ſpeedie conuepance fo} diſpatch, that warilte he giue he de to obs 
ſerue che oꝛder, methode and fozme to him from his Loꝛd oz mas 
ſcer deliuered: foꝛaſmuch as in diſcharge hereof he is vtterlie to 
relinquiſh anie affcaation to his own doings, oꝛ leaning herein 
to ante pꝛiuate iudgement oꝛ fantaſie . Mis pen in thts adion is 
not his owne, but anochers, and fo2 this cauſe che matter to him 
committed are to depend vpon the humoꝛ of his commander, and 
not vpon his own oꝛ any others directions. 

Dereof is he excœdingl to becom ſtudious, and a zealous imi 
fatoz in all thinges, to the intent that knowing the eſteas ot his 
L 02d, with hat ends and purpoſes they arecaried, 4 viito what 
toꝛme and maner of wꝛit ing he is ſpeciallie addicted, he map the 
moꝛe eaſilie and with better contentment diſcharge that part of 
his ſeruice, herein by continnall occurrents hc ſhall haue occaſt⸗ 
on daily to be imploied. 

He is in per fomance of this charge, to bee a man watchfall, 
diligent, care full, induſtrious, not giuen to caſe, to auoid all occa« 
ions of louth, to the end as J ſa(d befoze bp continuall crerciſe 
of his wits, to retain his ſpirits apt, his memozp freſh. Fo2 1dle- 
nes of it ſelfe is the pzoper nouriſhment of manie other cuils, che 
hinder er of each god purpoſe, and the defozmed monſter of al hu⸗ 


maine exerciſes. NAhileſt Iuleneſſe attacheth the bodie, it giueth 


ſcope to ill thoughts, occaſionech diſtemper, malicth vnweldie to 


labour, bꝛeedeth weariſomnes of vertnous crerciſes, entiſeth to 


vanit ies, coꝛruptech with plcaſures,and fer deth a man with trifles 
If therefs:e there ſhall bee anie time vacant of affaircs vnto our 
Secretoty, (as all ſcaſons ate not alike ubercin ſtill to be occupied) 
the ſame ſhall he deuiſe, either in pleaſant recreation to bee ſpent 
oꝛ in ſame other honeſt ererciſe oꝛ ſtudie, wherein ubatſocuer is 
not impꝛoper vnto a genticman, ſhall be to him in ſpeclall cholſe 
and as an action fitteſt of all others to be recetued. 

| Dig 
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Bis office is likewiſe to entertaine all maner of ſuters vnto bia 
Loꝛd, to conceiue and vnderſt and of their ſeuer all octaſtons, and 
how much oꝛ how little, wey oꝛ ante of them do impoꝛt, to anſwer 


thoſe of leſſe moment with diſcretion to remmue, and put backe, 
to the ende the walkes and pallages of his Loꝛde be not with the 
vame and kriuolous deme anoꝛs of fond people too often encum⸗ 
bꝛed. 

He ought alſo to haue regard to times and places conuenient 
ſcherein to moue his & oꝛd vpon ante ſpeciall o2 vꝛgent occaſion, 
oz in which he is to pꝛe fer vnto — pꝛeſence 82 hearing, the perſon 
e2 cauſe of anyone. To ſce that the ſame returne not offcnſiue 
vnto his pꝛiuate liking, that the furtherance chereof bee not in 
times vhen hee is ſoly diſpoſed to particular ſtudtes, oꝛ that he is 
otherwiſe buſted in matters of eſfate o2 counſell . Zo conſider 
firſt of the qualitie of eacrie ſute , ant condition of che partic as 
neere as he mate be infozmed,ere he take vpon him to acquaint 
his Lo2d wich the parts thercof ,and accoꝛdinglie, if he ſee cauſe, 
in his owne perſon to anſwere the ſane - fo? it is not ſeemelie he 
ſhould tronbic his Lozd vpon eucrie light oꝛ ill beſeming ſugge- 
ſtion. To be circumſpect in the diſpatch of euer ie thing to him de⸗ 
linered, md in matters of weight and charge, to be alſo pꝛouident 
and warp. he dfullp intending to the ſafe diſpoſing of wbatfoener 
requiſite, f. om the epes 02 knowledge of anie other, chereunto 
none ſo much as himſeife ought to become pꝛiup. 

He is likewiſe to auoid all maner of delaies, and not to accy- 
ſome himſelfe in any wiſe vnto negligence,fo2 chat the vſe heres 
of in ouerllipping of ſmall trifles, induceth manie times, to pꝛe⸗ 
termit things of larger circumſtance , and of farre greater mo⸗ 
ment. It ſt andech him vpon in the excrciſe of his office to bee als 
waies as nete and as readie as map bee, in his oꝛdinarie atten- 
dance, foz ſo much as being vpon a ſndden to bee vſed, it is need⸗ 
fall he be alwaies at h md, and is intended that bis abſence can⸗ 
not there foꝛe anie long time be ſpared. In concluſion, it is mec⸗ 
teſt in al things, chat ſo far fo2th he bee addicted vnts his pꝛeſent 
ſeruſce, as that in reſpect thereof hee become vtterlie ſcqueſtred 
from all pꝛiuate regarde oz affection of anie thing, ſounding to 


bis 


che diſpatch of the greateſt with as much facilitic as he map, and 
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there maie iuſt cauſe acrne, vherebp thereafter a great deale leſſe 
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his owne appetite. I inallie, being a man fano2ed 02 enffrelte re⸗ 


puted of in his office, hee may not foz anie friendſhip, coxruytion 
oꝛ gaine wbatioever,by anie uniſtex pꝛactiſe, colour, 02 meanes, 
go about to abuſe the countenance awd credite to him ginen, by 
bis Lozd oꝛ maiſter, noꝛ ccuertlie (hereby ſuggect.oꝛ inome anp 
thing, there with the good opinion of himſelle may aftcrwards be 
hazarded,o? by the graunt o2 allent of his Lo2d thereunto giuen, 


he map deſcrue to be truſted. 
In che ſe particular it ies haue J at laſt concloded, x bzought to 
ende the ſum of all my fozmer travell. The Secretory is nowe ac- 
complſhed.q by all reſpedes, circumſtances, and inducements 
that mate bee, confirmed both in perſon and office : mach haue J 
to require of the gener all peruſers hereof , chat J bee not ante 
wayes therein miſlaken, foz that aſſing (minedlatelts to the 
publique notice of all, there is no doubt but the verie particu 
laritics thereof (hall ſpeedilie be therewith cenſured of all. Pp 
requeſt is, that the ſkilfull and beſt experienced, will of their 
owne good conditions , not otherwiſe miſdeeme fhereof then 
what in equall truech maie bee vnto them tendered, no; that the 
wiſe and diſcreetlie minded will haue other conceipt of me, chen 
as my weake abilitte ſought herein at cheir hands to haue at the 
firſt deſerued. 

Touching any others lefle able to ſpcake o2 gine ſentence in 
the cauſe , as my will and defire is, fauourablie to be regarded of 
the whole in generall, ſo i anie one moꝛe of ſelfe-liking then of 
Skill, will eicher carpe at, 02 peremptoꝛilie reiec the labour by me 
vndertaken. let him firſf conſider with himſelfc, how much eaſſer 


tt is to linde fault wich a ching by another alteadte finiſhed and 


done, then foz bimſelfe by pꝛiuate endeuour to accompliſh the 
like : ſo ſhall he find, hat men at all times ſee not into all things 
at once: and in pzoofe hereof become aſſured , that hee, as Jſhall 
ſoner in the perfozmance of ante laboꝛ, make our ſelues obiects 
of enerp common opinion, chen with ſuch account to deliuer our 
trauels, as that we may land aſcertained of their aw deſerts, 


chat thep may be pleaſing to all men,

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And lozaſmuch as it reſteth pet a thing doubtſull, how fwell oꝛ 
euill, till Ge peruſing this lender trifle of mine map of all (oztcs 
be meaſured, J will in the meane time (as manie others befoze 
me haue done) affie my ſclfe in the hope and expectation of ths 
beſt : Glad it in the conueiance hereof , chere may by my wtl- 
ling endenour , ariſe ante pleaſure o2 pꝛoſite to anie, aþich 
being the intention of me ſolie deſired, J paſle 
foozth this (as the reſſdae) of the beſt 
and apteſt fausurers thereof,to 
be entertained. 
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
